“We conslder the non-sectarian froe
publie =chool the bulwark of American
ingtitutions, the best place for the edu-
cation of American children, To keep
them such, we protest against the em-

“We condemn the support out of the
public treasury by direct appropriation
or by comtract of any seclarinn school,
reformatory or other institution not owe-
ed and controlled by public authority.

“Belleving that exemption from taxa-
tion 18 equivalent to & grant of public
funds, we demuand that no real or person-
nl property be exempt irom tuxat.on, he
titie Lo which & not vested in the n.lonal
or state governments, or in any of their
sub-divisions.

“We protest agalnst the enlistment In
the United Stontes army, navy, or the
militin of any state, of any rounn not an
actual citizen of the Unitod States.

“We demand for the protection of our
cltizen laborers the prohubition of the lm-
portation of pauper labor, and the re-
striction of all immigration to persons
who cannot show thelr abl Ity and honest
Iintention to become welf-supporting Amer.
ican citizsens.

“We demand the change of the natural-
thorizing the naturalization of minors,
without a previous declaration of inten-
tion, and by providing that no allen shall
be naturalizsed or permitted to vote In
any state in the union who ennnot speak
the language of the land, and who ean-
not prove seven years' consecutiye real-
dence in this country from the date of
his declaration of intention.

“We protest agalnst the gross negll-
gence and laxity with which the judici-
ary of our land administer the present
naturalizgation laws, and against the
practice of naturnlising allens st the ex-
pense of committees or candidates as
the most proliic source of the present
prostitution of American cllzenship to

15. The civil law Ia derived from man,
but the eccleslastioal or canon law is de-
rived directly from God, by which the
Pontiff can, In connectlon with his pre-
lates, make constitutions for the whole
Christinn world, in matters spiritual, con-
cerning the salvation of gouls. and the
right government of the church; and if
necessary judge and dispose of nll the
temporal goods of all Christians

16. A heretie, holding or teaching false
doctrine concerning the saoraments, is
excommunicated and degraded, and hand-
ed over to the secullar court.

17. Secular princes unwilling to swear
to defend the church ngninst heretics
are excommunionted, and they are lald
under an Interdiet,
